EMBODIES PRINCIPLES 
OF GENEVA PROTOCOL 


Adopts Several Resolutions Con­ 
cerning The Services of the 
League Council

Geneva, Sept. 26 —(U.R)—A con­ 
certed move for world security 
and peace was made by 
the 
ninth assembly of the League of 
Nations today. It was the final 
important action of the session 
now closing, and 
perhaps 
its 
most tangible accomplishment. 
The assembly 
unanimously 
approved a -general act” 
re­ 
specting arbitration, 
concilia­ 
tion and the Pacific settlement 
of disputes. 
The general act 
constituted 
the league’s final work for se­ 
curity. Coupled with the Kellogg 
anti-war treaty, it was counted 
on to remove the last pretext of 
• insecurity” as a reason for 
a 
nation’s refusal to disarm. 
The act embodies the major­ 
ity of the principles of the de­ 
funct Geneva protocol and is a 
result of the past year’s work 
of the league’s security commis­ 
sion. 
It embraces three model uni­ 
lateral treaties on the 
Pacific 
settlement of disputes and mod­ 
el bilateral treaties on the same 
subject, providing 
for mutual 
assistance and non-aggression. 
The league will submit 
the 
general act at once to all mem­ 
ber nations. It will be 
accom­ 
panied by a 
recommendation 
that nations who feel their se- 
curity threatened undertake ST 
cnce the negotiation of the mo­ 
del treaties outlined in the act, 
on either a collective or separate \ 
basis. 
The assembly adjourned after 
today’s proceedings. 
The assembly also adopted a 
resolution 
today 
urging 
all 
states which have not yet done 
so to sign the optional clause or 
the world court protocol accept­ 
ing the court’s obligatory juris­ 
diction over all juridicial 
dis­ 
putes. 
Another resolution was adopt­ 
ed inviting the League Council 
to offer its good services where 
efforts between states for Pacific 
settlement of disputes meet with 
serious difficulties. The council 
also was invited to offer 
its 
services to states in the 
same 
geographical area for the con­ 
clusion of regional agreements 
of n o n -aggression 
and 
settle­ 
ment of disputes.

Copenhagen, Sept. 26 —(UR)— 
King Christian X. of Denmark, 
who has ruled the Danish people 
since 19 12, celebrated his 
58th 
birthday today. The King is in 
excellent 
physical 
condition, 
largely due to the strenuous pro­ 
gram of out-door exercise which 
he has always observed. 
Many visitors paid their 
re­ 
spects at the palace this morn­ 
ing. There will be a 
birthday 
dinner in honor of His Majesty 
this evening. But the 
greatest 
celebration took place today in 
thousands of Danish homes, for 
the King is immensely popular 
among his people. 
Christian X., easily the tallest 
of European monarchs and very 
broad shouldered, is one of the 
keenest of 
royal 
sportsmen. 
Yachting is his favorite 
sport 
and he is usually seen on the Ri­ 
viera with his ten-meter craft 
-Rita” during the season. Dur­ 
ing the Norwegian 
winter the 
king changes from yachts to ice­ 
boats. He is also an enthusiastic 
horseman and hunter. 
The King often 
goes 
about 
Copenhagen unesorted. He 
is 
noted for his democracy and in­ 
formality on both 
official 
and 
unofficial occasions. 
He 
spent 
most of today at the palace, 
with Queen Alexandrine 
and 
their sons, Crown Prince Freder­ 
ick and Prince Knud. 


Mrs. Hutch Innis of Milroy to­ 
day revealed intimately some of 
the conditions as they exist in 
Pqrto Rico following the storm. 
The information was gathered 
from a letter sent to Mrs. Innis 
from her sister-in-law, Mrs. E. B. 
Thomas, a former resident 
of 
Rushville. Mr. Thomas is head 
of the Federal Land Bank at San 
Juan, Porto Rico, 
and was a 
former cashier of the People’s 
Trust company bank here. 
In describing the conditions 
following 
the 
storm, 
Mrs. 
Thomas said that the need and 
suffering there was great. The 
force of the storm could be seen 
about San Juan where all trees 
were either uprooted or twisted 
and broken close to the ground. 
Many homes were leveled and 
buildings dismantled. 
The arrival of Colonel Baker, 
head of the Red Cross, brought 
untold relief and cheer to the 
storm 
victims. Mrs. Thomas 
paid Colonel Baker the tribute 
of being second only to Herbert 
Hoover as an organizer of relief 
in a 
devastated area. 
Mrs. 
Thomas is helping with hospital 
supplies. The greatest danger is 
from disease as an epidemic of 
measles and pneumonia 
has 
broken out on the Island. 
Suffering is everywhere, 
ac­ 
cording to the former Rushville 
woman. The club house at which 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas took their 
meals was demolished. Electric 
service was disrupted and both 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas feel them­ 
selves fortunate in having can­ 


dles for light. 
Many 
families; 
have no light after sundown. A 1 
place to stay and 
a chance to 
eat is a golden opportunity at- 
this time. 
Business conditions are dis­ 
rupted. The Federal Land Bank 
in which Mr. Thomas is vitally 
interested was hard hit. Many 
of the Porto Rican farmers had 
borrowed money from the bank 
to improve their farms and the 
storm wiped out everything that 
many had. Considerable depres­ 
sion both moral and financial is 
being felt on the island.

Mexico City, Sept. 26 —(U.R)— 
Eimlio Portes Gil, square-jawed 
sportsman and lawyer, stands at 
the head of the government of 
Mexico today at the compara­ 
tively youthful age of 37 years. 
It took the joint session of the 
Senators and deputies only 
25 
minutes to elect Portes Gil pro­ 
visional president yesterday, for 
his was the only name printed 
upon the ballots that were dis­ 
tributed to the members of con­ 
gress. Two hundred and seven­ 
ty-seven votes were cast. 
Portes Gil has pledged himself 
to carry on the policies of Presi­ 
dent Calles, whose 
cabinet he 
headed as minister of the inter­ 
ior. He also is governor of Tam- 
aulipas, a state bounded on the 
north by Texas and on the east 
by the Gulf of Mexico. 
Portes Gil will take office 
on 
December 1, quitting his post as 
Minister of 
the Interior 
two 
weeks before the inauguration. 
He will be provisional president 
until February, 5, 19 30. A con­ 
stitutional 
president 
will 
be 
elected on the third Sunday in 
November, 19 29 . 
Since early boyhod, Portes Gil 
has been 
active 
in Mexico’s 
changing and violent 
political 
scene. His elevation to the presi­ 
dency was made possible by the 
assassination of president-elect 
Obregon, who was slain by Jose 
De Toral. 
Portes Gil is a reformist 
and 
put through a prohibition 
law 
that virtually drove saloons out 
of Tamaulipas. He is 
ardent 
swimmer and horseback 
rider 
and never drinks or smokes. * 
When the members 
of con­ 
gress, meeting in secret session, 
walked to the front of the cham­ 
ber and dropped their 
ballots 
into the box, they were ¿roting 
for a man said to have 
been 
Calles’ personal choice. 
It was reported that members 
of the Obregon faction were dis­ 
satisfied with the selection 
of 
Portes Gil and that it might be 
necessary for Calles to act 
as 
arbitrator. 
In view of Portes Gil’s strict 
enforcement 
of 
the 
religious 
laws as governor of Tamaulipas, 
it was said that Catholics held 
little hope of a settlement on 
the church issue during the pro­ 
visional period.

26 —(U.R)—Som­ 
nambulism as a defense 
for 
murder was offered today 
by 
Chester Kutzlub, 48, a carpenter 
accused of killing his wife 
at 
their home on April 6. Kutzlub’s 
attorney claimed he was a vic­ 
tim of somnambulism, somnol­ 
entia and possibly somnopathy. 
Such a defense has no prece­ 
dent in Michigan’s history, as­ 
sistant prosecuting attorney Ben 
K. Cole said. 
Kutzlub, testifying in his own 
defense, said he distinctly re­ 
called the day his wife was shot. 
It was Good Friday and he had 
been working on a church. 
“I went to bed early,” 
he 
said, -and my wife and one of 
the children went to a show. 
“I was awakened by a shot,” 
he continued. -When I came to 
I had my Winchester rifle in my 
hand and mother was lying on 
the floor.” 
Kutzlub tried to kill himself 
when he realized what had hap­ 
pened, he said, but because 
of 
the long barrel, was unable to 
work the trigger. 
His three adult children tes­ 
tified! that their 
father 
had 
walked in his sleep an 
average 
of four or five times a night for 
years.

outstanding international

velopment of the 
year in the 
Far East, in the opinion of ob­ 
servers here, is the definite and 
apparently irrevocable decision 
of the Japanese Government to 
pursue a -positive 
policy" 
in 
China, regardless of the proce­ 
dure of the Western Powers. 
This decision, according to 
a 
spokesman of the Japanese Le­ 
gation, is based upon the con­ 
viction that Japan’s interests in 
China differ so 
greatly 
from 
those of the United States and 
of European Powers, that it is 
impossible to maintain the -ac­ 
cord” informally agreed upon at 
the Washington Conference. 
It is emphasized that Japan’s 
friendly regard for the Western 
Powers remains unchanged, and 
that the Japanese 
government 
intends fully to 
observe 
the 
promises made at the Washing­ 
ton Conferences But at the same 
time, it is made clear that the 
attitude of the Chinese Nation­ 
alists, unless reversed, will make 
it impossible to pursue the policy 
of conciliation emphasized 
by 
Baron Shidehara, former Japan­ 
ese Foreign Minister. 
Japan’s present position, 
the 
Legation’s 
spokesmen 
here 
frankly declare, is that she in­ 
tends to insist fully 
upon her 
treaty rights in China. She will 
no longer tolerate violation oi 
the treaties, as Japan, in com­ 
mon with Western Powers, has 
done in the past. 
Japan also 
emphatically 
denies 
China’s 
right to abrogate the existing 
treaties, 
which the 
Japanese 
government believes cannot ex­ 
pire without her consent, and is 
prepared to defend 
rights 
of 
Japanese nationals, by force, if 
necessary. 
The abrogation 
of existing 
treaties, it is pointed out, would 
mean much more to Japan than 
to any other Power, because it 
would affect her special privi­ 
leges in Manchuria.
